would it not be better in the natural

That is, would 
it not he better for a man to have a capital 
of his own, than to borrow one ? If th.s is 
what Senex wished to prove to us, he has 
succeeded exactly to the extent of his 
wishes, and no further.—“ Its use (says 
S n-x) only proves its value to th> se who 
use it.Sc its value to them is exactly so much 
lost to the nation” Tint is to say, if m- 

dividit ds borrow foreign money at G per- 
cent interest, ai>d so employ it that it shall 
yield them 20 per cent, yet the nation is a 

looser by the bargain. Such are the s <i;e 
conclusions of this teacher of psl tic_l e- 

conomy.—It never was intended by the 
author of the r, port, as S?nex, by his 
garbled statements, would wish to shew, 
tnat the establishment of fifteen new.' banks, 
by which bank dividends would be redu- 
ced, would bold forth greater inducements 
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were off.reel by the existing banks. The 
principle 1 hd down in relati iu to the ban- 
king system generally, w.ts that its ten- 

dency was to draw capital from abroad 
when a deficiency existed at home ; and 
this I think has been fully admitted bv Se- 
nex, when he informs us that George IIId. 
had two millions invested in the Bank of 
the IT. States. Ilis majesty, I presume, 
would hardly have lent his money to indi- 
viduals in this country, or have sent it 
here at all, if that bank had not been esta- 
blished. Here then again we find nothing 
in the report but what the commentator 
will admit. 

It was upon the calculations of such fi- 
nanciers as this, that the foreign cipital, 
invested in the bank of the U. States was 
banished from our country,and shortly af- 
ter our being involved in a war, the Sec- 
ret try of the Treasury was sent to Eur >pe 
charged with the double duty f borrowing 
money, (foreign money too) ar.d making 
peace. 

Scncx seems to triumph gri atly when be 
quotes from the report an expression used 
in relation to the c essity ol bring ng back 
the banks to specie payment,without which 
it is s id they will involve the country 
and themselves in common ruin ?” Was 
it wise then, says he, iu our legislature, to 

give to any set of men, the power to in- 
volve the country in nrn.” Is it wise, 
then, to multiply the eng me of destruction 
fifteen fold ?” If power is g ven into the 
hands of men, it may be abused, but this 
has never been deemed a sufficient 
argument against entrusting necessary 
powers under the best checks that the cas« 
admits of. These are not ti e only men to 
whom power has been given to involve the 
country in ruin, and jet the ru n been a- 
verted, and the report points out the mode 
by which that ruin may be avoided in the 
case of the banks, namely a restoration of 
specie payment, and which at the same 
time converts his cngne of dcstriction, 
into an engine of prosper ty.” Where then 
is the absurdity att’ibuted to the report in 
the do trine advanced by it, th*t to prevent 
extravagant emissions ofpaper i>v the pro 
sent banus 8c other mismanagement tlie 
best preventative of the evil will be found 
in the multiplication "f banks and the con- 
s qnent competition ?” 
Will not competition forbusin ss and for 

crrdb, induce those cerp ’rations, -is it does 
ind viduals, to act wj.h more regard to 

public, opinion, and if the new hanks be

to the committee the sentiment, that the 
best wav to recall it wrll be to issue more 
bank paper. Tothc 1 ittef aflegatinn it is 
sufficient to reply, that an augmentation of 
ba-k paper was not to be t presrnt conse- 

quence of the chartering of tliv new banks ; 
*<> f »r from this, by the system nroprw-d by 
the committee, it would Imvr iweu neces- 

sary for then as well as the eld establish- 
ment, to have lessened thc.r circulation 

to an amount proportioned to their specie 
resources. As to the specie being driven 
from the country by the extensive circula- 
tion «.f bonk paper, nothii v is more fallu- 
ci >us. Commerce being in a grout degree 
suspended by the war, the hanks quickly 
experienced a diminution of demand for 
their capital, and their bus ness being les- 
sened., their circulation could not be kept 
up to what it was —In this s air of tilings 
they were induced to f nd freely to the go 
vernment th t capital, for which commerce 
no longer afforded a demand, and experi- 
ence soon taught them what a sagacious 
foresight shou d have warned them of, that 
■l hough loans to government might throw 
their notes into t irculntion, yet that th y 
could not Lk lo ms in ide upon mercantile 
tr n:>actions for short terms, keep tip tint 
circul itinn.—’ l'is the paydng in and paying 
out of mercantile t pc:aiinn$ which must 

keep up tin* circulation of the banks, lint 
the notes issued on iouns to the government, 
bav.ug perfw,rm;*d'‘ their circuit and lx turn- 
ed u|)i n the hanks for p y incut, tle-re was 
no ability to make new loans to se' tl'.ein a- 

gain in motion, as tiie obligations upon 
which they had before been drawn out re- 
mained paid. — 

Connect with these considerations the 
unfavourable balance of trade produced 
dur ng the war, from the suspension of our 

exports, whilst our imports ver: in some 
degree still k^pt op, and the whole myste- 
ry is explained. The extent of the demand 
for a circulating medium is d miuishtd; by 
the loot s to government more paper is 
throtvn out than can be occupi -d byr this 
demand, wlii h consequently quickly' re- 
tiiins upon the bmks and constitut s a 
claim upon them for specie, which claim is 
enforced from the value specie Iris acqui- 
red as the only means of payment for our 
war imports; the drain is thus kept up n un 
til experience convinces them that tosive

tion of bank paper which drove the specie 
from the country, but the fT-cts of the 
war, and so far from the banks being the 
means of producing this result, it may be 
attributed to their vaults and bars, that 
there was so much of it retained.
